talking with Jesus? 
Only one, Mat­ 
thew, said it was a visicft.

Answer.—The texts to which you re- 
l for contain in them all the information 
J which we have regarding the final end 
I of the prophets about whom you in 
quire. Hebrews 11:5 seems to indicate 
that Enoch did not die although some 
have explained that the death which 
God spared him from seeing was the 
condition of sin and death which reign 
od in the earth at about that time 
through the deflection of the Angels 
w ho lead mankind into the very depths 
of sin and degradation. 
They claim 
that it was by Enoch’s own death that 
God spared him from seeing the reign 
of death on the earth. 
There is no in 
dication in the other accounts that ei 
thor Elijah or Moses did not die, but 
it is expressly stated that Moses did 
die and was buried. 
The fact that 
Matthew' is the only one who states 
that the transfiguration scene was a 
vision is no reason at all for doubting 
his word. 
The one statement should 
be enough for any child of GcQ. 
Since 
the transfiguration was a visit, t it is un­ 
necessary to suppose that cir* .r Moses 
or Elijah was present, hut Kiev may 
have been merely represented to the 
minds of tile beholders. 
Whether God 
preserved Enoch and Elijah from dy­ 
ing. or whether Ile permitted them to 
go into the grave will have no effect on 
their future or make any special clif 
ference. 
It is just as easy to return 
them from the grave as to maintain 
them in life, and we have His assur­ 
ance that the graves of Israel will be 
opened and all will return to their land 
(Ezekiel 37:12). and that at the same

The report of Dr. Simon Flexner, 
head of

Rockefeller 
Institute, j 
that he has found the germ of infan­ 
tile paralysis, is 
of 
infinitely more 
importance than 
was 
the discovery 
of the north pole. This terrible dis­ 
ease which every 
year 
takes the 
lives of so many thousand children, 
or racks their bodies with pain and 
leaves them twisted and shrunken, 
has always evaded 
the 
efforts 
of 
medical scientists. A year ago Dr. 
Flexner announced that he was sure 
infantile paralysis was a germ dis­ 
ease, and believed he had succeeded 
in cultivating the germ, but had nev­ 
er been able to see it. Now there is 
no doubt left. He has isolated the 
germ, which 
is 
inconceivably mi­ 
nute. and has made it visible under 
a high power microscope. 
And by 
infecting animals with his germ cul­ 
ture he has proved that the disease 
is transmissible. 
More than that, he has discovered 
the process 
of 
transmission. 
The 
germs enter the 
child’s 
body, he 
says, through the mucous membranes 
of the mouth, nose or lungs. Know­ 
ing this, the doctors can proceed in­ 
telligently to prevent the spread of 
the disease. The next step will be 
the discovery of a serum or antitox­ 
in which will counteract the effects 
cf the paralysis germs 
in the sys­ 
tem. or will by 
inocculation render 
the subject immune from attack. 
The success attained in curing and 
preventing typhoid 
and 
diphtheria 
makes the profession hopeful of ov­ 
ercoming this baffling ailment. 
In 
1909 the typhoid rate in the United 
States had dropped 
to two-thirds of 
what it had been 
six 
years before, 
m d inoculation had been proved per­ 
fectly effective. The diphtheria death 
late of ten or fifteen years ago has 
been 
reduced 
two-thirds. 
Science 
may now' triumph likewise over tne 
last great scourge of childhood.

large outlet, is unusual. 
The broad 
diversified demand

in 
Kansas City is the drawing card. 
The twelve carloads that arrived 
yesterday were consigned 
to 
the 
George E. Cole Commission company 
by C. E. Hellsinger and were being 
sorted and watered about noon. They 
were yarded on the quarantine side. 
Being mixed cattle, some will sell
